Police Supt. James B. Ccn- 
lisk Jr. Tuesday made public

They and four previously 
identified patrolmen may be 
charged with violating the 
law enforcement officers* code 
of ethics, signed by all police- 
men, the superintendent said. 

The code requires that they 
“respect the rights of all 
people.’* 

“The ICKK does not respect 
the rights of people,** Conlisk 
said. “That is my opinion and, 
therefore, tfo* opinion of the 
police department.” 

Plogger, Semct ami James 
Heath, 35, admitted ringlead- 
er of the police Klan cell, are 
scheduled to face a hearing, 
probably this week, before the 
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Police Disciplinary Board. 

The other three — Richard 
Stanton and John Johansson, 
assigned to the Fillmore Dis- 
trict wiih Heath, on r ’ Dennis 
Aloia of the Austin District — 
resigned last week. 

The board has the power to 
recommend dismissal of 
charges, suspensions without 
pay for up to 30 dins ur trial 
by the five-man Civilian Po- 
lice Board headed bv Franklin 
Kreml. 

KremPs board has the au- 
tliority to discharge policemen, 
with the defendants having rhe 
right to appeal to the courts. 

N. Lcwnrfale, 
and Scinet,' *333$ N. Oriole, 
were excused from duty with- 
out pay pending further ac- 
tion.
